Singing beneath three bunches of 
lerns miraculously suspended on Uie 
rear curtain. Richard Crooks, lead- 
ing tenor of the Metropolitan Opera 
association, gave the fourth recital 
of the Community Concert series 
Friday night at the Henry Clay 
high school auditorium 

Paunchy, untemperamental Mr. 
Crooks completely won his listen- 
ers bv the excellence of his singing 
and the informal friendliness of his 
oemeanor. Splendid selections mag- 
nificently rendered were preceded by 
brief, and often amusing, remarks 
to the audience. 

His voice possessed a unique and 
genuine beauty which was perfectly 
handled through employment of 
faultless technique and control. 
Modulations of tone and volume 
were performed with incomparable 
smoothness, and were always adapt- 
ed appropriately to the particular 
passage with which they were ap- 
plied. 

In no song more than the first, 
the aria from Handel's "Semele." 
was Mr. Crooks' artistry more effec- 
tively displayed. All the stumbling 
blocks of the selection, its demand 
for both vigor and genUeness of 
treatment. Its wide disparity in high 
and low notes, he leaped with grace- 
ful skill. The loveliness of the mel- 
ody and the brilliance of Mr Crooks' 
performance competely disarmed 
any critics who might have lurked 
in the auditorium. 

In a second ana by Handel, taken 
from ' 'Judas Maccabaeus." the fine 
timbre of the tenor's voice was in- 
exorably confirmed. A quick, pow- 
erful soiik requiring great delicacy 
ot phrasing and control, the aria 
proved that Mr Crooks did not in- 
tend to sacrifice musical quality to 
volume. He performed the admir- 
able work of achieving both. 

The jioignant Lament from Cilea's 
"L'Arlesiana." not a particularly dif- 
ficult task for a tenor of Mr Crooks' 
ability called as much for expres- 
sion as for musicianship.

Recalling the well remembered in- 
undation of two years ago. floods 
again take over the headlines in 
Kentucky's newspapers. With each 
new edition filled with information 
of river levels. evacuat:ons. and rain- 
fall reports, the situation appears 
to be another case of history re- 
peating itself. 

It was exactly two years and two 
weeks ago today that the Kernel 
published an extra edition for the 
hinailJKttOn of students whose 
homes were in the flooded areas 
Prominently displayed in that issue 
was a message from President Mc- 
Vey urging all students with homes 
and families in the stricken sections 
to remain on the campus, since any 
attempt to go into these areas would 
cnly add to the burden of relief 
workers. 

Elsewhere was printed a message 
from Acting - Governor Keen John- 
son asking for the aid of every pos- 
sible resource to be found in the 
University. Readers were informed 
| of the organization of "Flying 
I Squadrons'' to solicit money and 
clothing from the fraternities and 
sororities on the campus. 

Those were anxious days for the 
students of the University of Ken- 
tucky. Likewise arousing local anx- 
iety, but on a much smaller scale, 
has been the news from the areas 
In the grip of the present flood. 

Latest dispatches give word that 
the Kentucky river has begun to 
fall, and that flood waters inundat 
ing cities along its banks are al 
ready receding A student in the 
Engineering College left ypsteiday 
morning for Beattyvillc. hardest hit 
of any town ka the state, to aid In 
clearing the houses of his home 
town of flood debris. 

Other students attempting to get 
throueh to Richmond were forced 
to turn back by waters which na- 
tives said were the highest in 49 
years. 

Those returning from Danville re- 
ported Chenault Bridge over Her- 
rington Lake barely above water 

Although news of Kentucky river 
waters is definitely reassuring, the 
Ohio and Cumberland Rivers are 
reported to be rising However, barr- 
ing further rains, waters from these 
streams are not likely to bring any 
immediate danger and are not ex- 
pected to approach anywhere near 
the stages they attained in 1937. 

The Ohio is reported as railing 
at Pittsburgh, which means that the 
great bulk of the water has begun 
to move downstream toward Cincin- 1 
nati and Louisville Portsmouth. 
Ohio, among the most vulnerable | 
of the cities on the lower part of ] 
the river, reported a height of eight 
feet above flood stage. Flood walls I 
in that city are able to repel waters ] 
up to a 62 foot level, a height not 
expected to be reached unless rams 
continue *

announcement received yesterday 
from the offices of Assistant Dean 
L. J. Horlacher of the College of 
Agriculture. 

Graduating seniors who pass the 
examinations will have opportunity 
to qualify for the appointment soon 
after July 1. Professor •Horlacher 
said. 

Roy F Hendrlckson. director of 
personnel for the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, has noti- 
fied officials of the college that 
more than 1.100 junior scientists 
will be needed this year because of 

positions pay a starting salary of 
$2,000 a year. 

Students may obtain the announ- 
cement and application blank at 
the nearest post office, named in the 
examination announcement, or by 
writing the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. Washington. D. C. 

Students are requested to ask for 
announcement No 18 and applica- 
tion No 8 Applications must be on 
file with the Commission's office at 
Washington, not later than Feb- 
ruary 27 Applicants who meet the 
entrance requirements will be noti- 
fied of the examination place and 
date. 

A short general test will be fol- 
lowed by an examination on any 
one of the following junior grades- 
agronomist, bacteriologist, biologist, 
botanist, dairy husbandman, econo- 
mist, engineer, entomologist, geolo- 
gist, home economist, plant patho- 
logist, soil scientist, statistician, tex- 
tile technologist, physiologist, and 
veterinarian. 

Successful candidates will be sel- 
ected on the basis of the general 
examinations plus the records of 
completed college courses

The principles for dtstlbution of 
color in the rooms are as follows

Professor Rannells explained that 
by "value" he meant the "amount 
of light, i. e., light versus dark."

Just a dusky, weather discolored 
exterior, but a gayly. multi-colored 
interior— that describes the new 
University Faculty Club home at 
historic Patterson

gested by 

Rannells. head of the art depart- 
ment, and carried out with some 
modifications, features two or more 
different shades or tints in a sing- 
le room According to Professor 
Rannells. the vari-colored scheme 
is being used extensively elsewhere, 
but seems to be unfamiliar here. 
He explains that such decoration 
creates a more effective color of 
light and, consequently, a more 
pleasant atmosphere 

Color of light depends upon two 
factors, the color transmitted thru 
a window, or other aperture, and 
the color reflected from the wall 
surface. Therefore, the use of some 
light color against an opposite, 
darker one. imparts a more uni- 
form color within the room and 
the desired pleasant atmosphere. 

The color scheme for the Faculty 
Club residence is: Stairs hall — pale 
tints ol yellow-brown, pink-brown, 
and neutral brown. 

Drawing room — pale tints of yel- 
low-brown, rteutral brown, and 
mustard yellow-green. 

Downstairs passageway - combi- 
nation of shades and tints: turquo- 
ise and pale lemon yellow tint. 

Dinning Room — shade 
than passageway; tints of 
brown, turquoise, and lemon-yel- 
low. 

Library — warm violet gray and 
mulberry (neutral cerise) 

Card room— pale blue-green, neu- 
tral blue -green, and coral red
